








The Thirty-first Annual Session ot the Judson Baptist Association con+ , 


vened with the Friendship Church, on Thursday, Sept. 6th, 1883. Eid. 
D. J. Aastin, who was appointed to preach the Introductory Sermon, 
and also Eid. A. W. Sandlin, both being abseot, the Moderator, Eld. An+ 
drews, called the Association to order and informed them of this fuct, 
when it was moved that Eid. J. T. Pitts, of the Chickasaw Association, 
be appointed to preach the sermon, The motion prevailed unanimously, 
and Bid. Pitts came forward and preached from 28d Psalm and 4th verse, 
“Yea though | walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear 
no evil, &¢.,” utter which one hour was given for refreshments. 

At 2 P. M. the Association- reassembled at the arbor, the former Moder- 
ator in the chair—read 18th chapter of 2d Corinthians. Joined in prayér, 
led by Eld. J. C. Gillingtine, 

The letters from the churches comprising the Association were then 
called for, and read in regular order by Eld.

W. Waldrop, and contents noted. 

Potitionary lettors were then called for, when a letter was presented 
by Eid. W. L. Pulley trom aS eburch, Lamar county, Ala., asking 
admi'tance into our body. eing no delegates trom said church, 


the letter was, by motion, laid on the table for further action of this body 
at the next session. *

Art. 7. No one shall speak more than once upon any subject, until all who wish to 
speak shall have had an opportunity, nor more than twice upon any subjvct without 


permission. 


Art. 8. Every subject introduced for discussion shall be decided before another is 
offered, untess it be laid over by motion, with the consent of the mover and Association.
